MEMPHIS, TENN., March 30.—The Cincinnaté 
and New Orleans packet Golden City, en route 
from New Orleans to Cincinnati, burned at the 
wharf this morning at4:30 o’clock. Between 
thirty and fifty lives were lost, principally 
women and children. 


Details of the Holocaust. 
MEMPHIS, TENN., March 30.—The steamer 


Golden City, of the Southern Transportation 
Company’s line, when approaching the wharf 
this morning at 4:30 o’clock,was discovered on 
fire by the second engineer, Robt. Kelly, who 
immediately notified Oaptain Brice Pureell, 
Sr., the pilot on watch. The Dboat’s 
bow was at once headed for 
the shore and in four minutes afterwards 
she touched the wharf at the foot of Beale 
street, where the coal fleet is moored. A line 
was hastily thrown and made fast to one of the 
coal barges, but, the current being swift, it 
soon parted, and the 
BURNING STEAMER FLOATED ON 
RIVER, 
a mass of flames, with many of her passengers 
and crew aboard, who were unable 
to reach the shore and were lost. The Goiden 
City left New Orleans last Saturday en route 
to Cincinnati. She carried a crew of about 
sixty. She had ab oard forty cabin passengers, 
fifteen of whom were ladies, and nine chil- 
dren. Her cargo consisted of 3u0 tons, among 
which was a lot of jute. :

THE TRAIN-ROBBERS. 


Trial of Bugler Recommenced—Dick Little 
Turns State's Evidence, 
Special to the l’ost- Dispatch. 

INDEPENDENCE, MO., March 30.—The trial of 
John Bugler, the Blue Cut train robber, re- 
commenced this morning and the jury is now 
being empaneled, butthe taking of the testi- 
mony will not be commenced be- 
fore late ' this evening or to- 
morrow morning. The most intense 
excitement now prevails on accountof a weli 
authenticated rumor that Dick Little, one of 
the ringicaders of Jesse James’ notorious 
band, is here on parole and will be used 
as a witnéss for the State. The fact is 
that. Little severai weeks ago surrendered 
himsejf to the Sheriff of Clay county, upon be- 


ing assured by Gov. Crittenden that he should 
receive full immunity if a clean breast was 
made and members ofthe gang now on trial 
convicted. The Sheriff of Clay county. de. 
livered him over to Jackson county oftfi- 
cers, and he has been ciosely concealed 


\_in hvnsas City and his presence kept a pro- 


‘found secret ever since. When he gave him- 
scifup he made a full confession and gave the 
Names Of all the participants in the Gad’sIHlil!, 
Octerville, Glendate and Biuve Cut train rob- 
beries, and it was upon this statement that C. 
Hite was arrested in Lennessee several weeks 
ago and sent to the penitentiary from Gal- 
latin, Mo.. for twenty-live years, 
for the Winston train robbery. Little also says 
he killed Wood Hite, another ot the James 
gang, in Ray county, immediately 
uiter the Blue Cut robbery.

THRE BLIZZARD OF DEATH.

CuHIcAGO, March 30.—A St. Paul special says: 
Since the Saturday blizzard scattered repoits 
have been received showing a loss of life on 
the frontier.

EDISON’S MOTOR. 


A Lively Ride on His Electric Road at 


Menlo Park. 
From the New York Tribune, 27th.

THE ZUNIS’ IDOL. 


Strange Ceremonies on the Shore of the 
Raging Atlantic. 
Boston Speciai to Chicago Times. 

The visiting Zunis attained the acme of 
their desires to-day in being conducted to the 
brink of the ocean ana allowed to cast their 
mystic ceremonies in its surf. Probably no 
more curious spectacle has been witnessed on 
the shores of Massachusetts Bay since the 
pilgrims landed at Plymouth than that which 
was presented this afternoon when these 
mysterious descendants of the oldest inhab- 
itants of the American continent, surrounded 
by a curious company of city officials and in- 
vited guests, knelt on the shore 
of Deer Island and _ prayed to 
the God of their forefathers, whose embodi- 
ment is the Atlantic. Amoug the party who 
went down on the city steamer were Mayor 
Green, Rev. Phillips Brooks, Prof. Putnam, 
Prof. Horsford and Prof. Morse. The In- 
dians were awestruck at the sight of so much 
water, and began mumbling prayers and 
chanting sacred songs as soon as the steamer 
left the dock, anon scattering to the wind the 
‘sacred flour” which they brought with them 
for the purpose. The wind was blowing 
fresh from the northwest when the boat 
reached the island, and the Indians and their 
guide, Mr. Cushing, dressed in their tinest 
feathers, and painted in the:r most elaborate 
fashion, were. speedily conducted to a point 
where they could look eastward over the sea. 
After squatting on their haunches on the 
weedy rocks, and with the utensils for ho'd- 
ing the water placed upon the ground before 
them, they began a prayer chant in a subdued 
tone of voice, scattering meal from their 
pouches upon the sea as they did so in four 
different directions, to propitiate the gods df 
the north and the south, of the upper and 
lower regions, the ‘*mother of the ocean and 
the father of the world.’’

engine were cutin two midway of the boiler, 


the forward half discarded, and the cab re- 


* duced in size, it would present a tolerably 


correct representation of the electric engine. 
Its length is fifteen feet and the height to the 
top ofthe cab nine feet. Of course there is 
no smoke-stack. 

When a Tribune reporter took a seat in the 
cab the flat car had been left at the lower end 
of the track. Mr, Hughes raised the lever of 
the armature switch and the,engine started. 
‘the engine ran evenly at the rate of eizhteen 
milesan hour. No arrapgement had been 
made for running at high speed, as Mr. 
Hughes was using the engine simply in con- 
struction work, and it had been dragging 
loads of three or fourtons. The four dyna- 
mo-electric machines at the central station 
were arranged in a multiple arc instead of in 
series, as is done to attain a higher speed. 
Two miles of the road have been completed, 
extending toward Plainfield, anda mile re- 
mains to be finished. At the lower end men 
were engaged in ballasting the track. The 
road runs from the engine-house over a tres- 
tle about twelve feet high, through a swamp, 
and then through some fields where there 
are cuts, Thus farthe engine has done all 
that was expected. Yesterday and on 
several previous occasions it has proved itself 
equal to the task of drawing loads as heavy 
as could be applied, considering the character 
of the road and rolling stock. On Wednes- 
day, with the dynamo-electric machines ar- 
ranged in sefies, it ran at the rate of 41 miles 
and 4,000 feetin an hour—the highest rate 
that has vet been reached. The rate of speed 
is estimated by the number of revolutions of 
the armature inthe engine. The engine can 
be readily started, reversed and stopped. In 
the cab, where the steam gauge is placed in 
the ordinary engine, isthe armature switch. 


- Raising the lever sends the current into the 


armature ofthe dynamo-electric machine in 
the front of the engine. If the lever is hori- 
zontal, the circuit is broken, und if the 
lever is pulled down the current is directed 
into the armature in such a way as to cause 
it to revolve in the opposite direction, and 
the engine consequently moves backward. 
Mr. Edison intends to use an electric prake, 
but at present, in order to stop, the circuitis 
broken and an Ordinary brake applied. 

In examining the engine more ciosely, the 
reporter found two sheet-iron doors in the 
sides of what appeared to be @e boiler, so 
that an inspection of the interior was easy. 
In front is a dynamo-electric machine; run- 
ning lengthwise are the two legs of a large 
magnet, and the remainder of fthe interior ig 
occupied with shafts and belting. An inter- 
esting feature is the course of the current and 
its transformation into motive power. It is 
taken up from the rails -by the rims of the 
driving wheeis, and passes through copper 
clamps tothe hub. Rubbing against the bub 
r brush at theend of a horizontal

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Killed by Her Lover. 
Napanee (Ont.) Special to the Chicago Tribune. 


A shockingly atrocious and cold-blooded 
murder of a girl by her discarded lover was 
committed here this morning about 8 o’clock. 
The victim was Maggie Howie,a kitchen-maid 
in the Osborne House here, and the murderer 
the stab’eman, Michael Lee. The circum- 
stances, briefly told, are these: ‘This morn- 
ing the girl went out to milk the c:w, but, 
before going, toid the head cook, Jane Shaw, 
that she wished she would watcb, for she 
was afraid of Mike. The girl staying longer 
than usual at the stable, the cook went to 
the door to call her, but was met by Lee, who 
grufily asked her what she wanted there, and 
continued: **Goto the house: 1 wanted to 
have atalk with Maggie;” and he slammed 
the stable-doorin her face. Shereturned to 
the house, but Maggie Howie’s heip being 
needed to serve the breakfast, the cook went 
tothe stable and was borrified to find the 
girl lying dead onthe stable floor. She ran 
to the house shrieking **Muggie’s dead!” 
and Mr. MacDonald, the proprietor, hastened 
to the stable and found the poor girl stretch- 
ed dead, her head at the manger. A ghastiy 
wound, made with an ax which was ly- 
ing at her feet, was fvund inthe top of the 
victim’s head, which was lvyingina pool of 
biood. Meantime the murderer, Lee, had 
escaped. He was seen crossing the railway 
viaduct and making for the country south of 
town, The tidings of the murder spread rap- 
idly, and the hotel was besieged by a surging 
crowd. A ‘dozen volunteer parties of search 
at once set out, and the assassin was captured 
in the woods about three miles south of the 
town. Threc or four of the parties came onto 
him at once, and when he saw he was cor- 
nered he knelt down beside a bowlider and 
attempted to dash out his bruins. He was at 
once seized and confessed to striking the girl 
with an ax, the fact of her death being careful- 
ly concealed from bim. 
town, and Center street, by which the party 
entered, was crowded with an eager and ap- 
parentiy bloodthirsty crowd, for, as the capt- 
ured murderer passed through the crowd, 
his face a mass of dried gore from his self- 
inflicted wounds, the cry rose loudly, ‘“‘Lynch 
him!’’ “String him up!” The police, how- 
ever, kept the crowd back, and the prisoner 
was lodged in the cell, a guard being placed 
over him to prevent a renewal of his suicidal 
attempt.

We are 
told that there is work for every 
pair of willing hands in the _ world, 
but the facts are against this happy theory 
There are thousands of cultivated, indus- 
trious and anxiovs women in every city who 
can find no labor to do or who are miseraoly 
paid for such employment asthey get. Itis 
for this great and growing class that the 
problem of money-making for females must 
be solved. Matrimony is not: the cer- 
tain culmination of every feminine life. 
As population increases in America it 
becomes more and more evident that the 
balance of the sexes is not being preserved. 
The excess of females-is yearly growing. 
What are the women who do not marry to 
do? The problem of bread-winning is of the 
tirst and last importance. The barriers 
which ignorance and stupidity have erect- 
ed about certain callings must be brok- 
en down. The whole range of human 
industry must be declared common 
ground without distinction of age or sex, 
without any test but fiiness and physical abil- 
ity for work. Every restriction on the right 
to make a living either for man or woman is 
a relic of barbarism which should be swept 
away. Deft and nice Jabor must be relegated 
to feminine bands. The hard work of the 
world is enough for the masculine 
toilers. The time is coming when 
society mish adjnat iteclf to the new 
oecessitiva of the nineteenth  cen- 


tury. The time is rapidly passing by when

Gamblers Defying the Police and 
Their Power. : 


A Threat and Menace Against Circuit 
Attorney Harris. 


The new policy announced by the police to 
the gamblers was to the effect that, on and 
after the receipt of the communication stating 
the department’s plans towards the sporting 
fraternity, the houses should close or both 
players and proprietors would be ar- 
rested. Since then only two men 
have been arrested. They were taken 
from in front of Pate’s, No. 12 North Fourth 
street, and arraigned in the Police Court, 


where they pleaded guilty and were fined $10 
each. This amount was promptly paid and 
the first and last cases disposed of. 
THIS MORNING 

a reporter called on Chief Kennett at the Four 
Conrts concerning the situation.‘ ‘Last night,’’ 
said the Chief, ‘‘three huuses were oe 
games, and all very slimly attended. Severa 
of the other houses were open to visitors, but 
no — was run at any of them.’’ 

‘‘How has the new plan worked?’’ 

‘‘Very satisfactorily. Only three houses 
were opened, and small games played at 
peene. They will die of their own weight 
alone.’’ 

‘*¢Were any more arrests made yesterday?’’ 

‘‘T have not received any report from Capt. 
Fruchte of the district yet.’’ 

‘*Ifave the officers any difficulty in gaining 
admission to the houses?’’ 

‘*Yes, there is considerable difficulty in gain- 
ing admission.’’ 

‘* Will the police resort to raids?’’ 

‘‘Not unless all other methods fail. 
Raiding implies too much risk 
and useless work. We can take 
the tables and property, but must return them 
in the same condition tothe owners. Then 
there is the carrying of them to the station and 
back again. In one or two cases we have taken 
the property to use in evidence in the courts.’’ 

‘*Would the contiscation of the gambling 
materials for the purpose of evidence help to 
suppress gambling any?’’ 

‘*'No, they could supply all the materials as 
fast as we could confiscate it.’’ 

‘‘The present system of arresting will be 
continued theu?*’ 

‘*Yes, so far the results have been satisfac - 
tory and the games will quit themselve if they 
ae patronized no better than they were last 
night.’’ 

‘‘What about the lottery schemes now in 
operation?’’ 

‘*‘We have gathered all the evidence that 
wecan. The difhculty is to prove that it isa 
lottery and that there are no races, as the lot- 
tery nen say. Of course I am mOrally certgin 
that itis nothing but lottery myself, but this 
cannot be proved in court. The point will 
have to be decided in acourtof law in some 
case,’’ 
CIRCUIT ATTORNEY HARRIS _ 
has publicly expressed an opinion favoring 
raiding the zambling-houses: 
od | would break down doors. or 
break bones if it were neeessary to 
carry Outthe law. I have heard that certain 
attorneys have advised the gamblers to shoot 
officers who attempt toraid. If I could make 
a case on such men who are obstructing the 
law in such a manner, I would make it hot for 
them. I would break down doors and seize 
the gambling outfits if itdevolved on me to 
su ee gambling,’’

The Work of Relief and Issuing Ra- 
ticns Still Going On.

Reports of the Situation---More Aid 
from the Government---Bright 
Prospects. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
VICKSBURG, Miss., March 30.—In the last 


twenty-four hours the gauge at this point 
shows a decline ot oneand a quarter inches, 
This indicates an excess Of about a quarter of 
an inch decline over last week, and word is had 
from above and below here that the 
river at other pointsis declining at an egual 
rate. The telegrams to the PostT-DISPATCH 
yesterday told of those districts where dry 
land had made its appearance and work com- 
menced in putting inthecrops. Thereis now 
200 acres above water on Cuber Place, in Kagle 
Bend, 2500n Peeler Place and 150 on Butler 
Piace. The water is talling at the 
rate of two inches per day, and there 


has been a total fall during the past week of 
fifteen inches. The deepest water now in 
Eagle Bend, except in ditches and low places, 
is from ten to fifteen inches. Three new 
breaks occurred on Challulah Place on, Tues. 
day last. Some dry places are reported at 
Shiplan, and a few others in the vicinity. The 
current is not so rapid through the Louisiana 
crevases as it was a few days 
ago, nor the volume of watersogreat. The 
heaviest break is one at Alsatia, where the 
water is ten feet deep. In the Davis Bend sec- 
tion a large piece of land has come above the 
water. In Bedford Place, which is five miles 
long, about 400 acres have appeared. Bayon 
Vidal and Roundaway Bayou have many dry 
places showing up, which proves that the 
flood and back-waters are declining. 
The Citizens’ Committee have telegraphed to 
the Secretary of War to the effect thatthe de- 
mands of the destitute require 75,000 pounds of 
meat and 150,000 pounds of meal to be shipped 
to Memphis and alike quantity to Vicksburg. 
It is estimated that this amouut will carry the 
people about fifteen days longer. 
The telegram is signed by Gov.:=s Lowrey. 
A response to the telegram said 
that provisions had been shipped, but not the 
amount asked for in the telegram. Gov. 
Lowrey,in company with several army officers, 
took a trip up the river to look over the condi- 
tion ofthe country. He said that in many 
placesthe levees were breken, land under 
water anc the stock and people congregated 
together on the levees. The _ sec- 
tien of country visited by the Governor 
isthe worst in all of the inundated disiricts 
above here, Word received here from Helena, 
Ark., saysthat provisions are being rapidly 
distributed, but thatthe .supply is running very 
low. ‘The suffering continues unabated at 
points above and below, the water having 
declined very little, notwithstanding 
the report which was sent to 
Memphis to the contrary. Ithas now been 
fifty-seven davs since the commencement of 
the flood, andthe total decline or water has 
been only nine inches thus far The cattle 
are still dying from the gnats and starvation. 
In some places the loss on eGattle will 
reach 75 percent, There are avout 200 people 
around Trenton, and they have only received 
half rations for some time past. 

Reports from Memphis say thatthe river is 
declining steadily ana now shows 34 feet and 
linch on the gauge, adecline of 28 inches 
from the highest point this season. The out- 
look here is very encouraging. Dispatches 
from New Orieans report the river stationary. 
A special irom ‘roy, La., says that the water 
theie is now 3 feet and 10 inches above the 
flood of 1874. The water there is rising> ana 
much fear is felt for the future. Reports from 
Little Rock, Ark., are favorable. The river is 
aaa at Natchez, with atencency down- 

rd. 


Business on the Levee, 

Av unwonted air of activity prevailed inthe 
vicinity ot the Anchor Line wharfpoats this 
morning. Drays aud wagons of every 
descriptlon were coming —eand going, 
the wates shouting —«dnd the ne 
groes singing. The regular landings 
of the Anchor Line are, with a few exceptions, 
being wade between here and Vicksburg now.

Rescue No. 2. 


The Illinois and St.Lonis Railroad Company’s 
new steam tug, Rescue No. 2, made a trial trip 
vesterdav, going as far south as the Vulcan 
Iron Works, Carondelet, and returning to the 
landing, foot of Pipe street, at a quarter be- 
fore one o’clock. A number ot invited guests 


were aboard, all of whom spoke in the highest 


terms of the performance of the staunch little 
steamer. The time consumed in traversing 
the fifteen miles was one hour and a balf, 
which, tuking into consideration the fact that 
the machinery is new and not working 
smoothly, gives promise of remarkable speed. 
The bull of the Rescue No. 2 is 95 feet long by 
20 feet beam and Y feet hola. She has two 10 
flued boilers 22 feet long by 44 inches in 
diameter and two engines 18 inches in 
diameter by 20 inches stroke. Her wheel is 
seven and one half feet ‘in diameter. 
She is supplied with steam capstan and all im- 
proved appliances necessary to the equipment 
of a first-class tug. Her power is greater than 
that of any cratt of her kind in the harbor, and 
her officers naturally anticipate great things 
ofher. The hull, whichis of wood, was built 
at Metropolis, Ill., and towed to St. Louis, 
where she was completed. The boiler and 
sheet-iron work was done by the Fulton 
Works, Rohan Bros. proprietors, and the 
machinery and wheel are from Clute Bros. & 
Co., Schenectady, N. Y. The following are 
the officers: Captain, James McClellan; en- 
gineer, Robert Woods; mate, John - Rivers; 
agent, A. T. Pritchett. Mr. P. T. Burke, the 
popular secretarv of the company, was aboard 
the craft, and expressed himself as highly 
pleased with the performance of the tug.

LAGGARD LAW. 


The Famous Case of Jarndyce vs. 
Jarndyce Duplicated Several 
Times in St. Louis. 


Lawsuits Which Have Been Pending 
in the Courts For Nearly 
Thirty Years. 


The Court Expenses, Fees and Costs 
Which Have Eaten Up Large 
Estates, 


The Glasgow, Mitchell, Tyler, Christy, 
Bobb, Uammond and Other 
Cases—The ** Bobb Coffin’ — 
Splendid Samples of the 
Law’s Delay. 


Of the thousands of cases which yearly pass 
in review in the various courts of St. Louis, a 
number have a history that extends back into 
the archaic age of St. Louis jurisprudence. 
These cases have become routine, and bob up 
serenely, like the celebrated case of Jarndyce 
and Jarndyce at every term of court. Nobody 
exactly understands any of those cases and 
nobody ever will. Thereal point of the case 
is so carefully concealed beneath innumerable 
lavers of legal conventionalities in the way of 
petitions, statements, Gemurrers, bills, cross- 
bills, answers, rejoinders, issues andinnumer- 
able writs with intangible meanings, that no 
human being has ever been endowed with an 
intellect broad enough or with a life long 
enough to thoroughly understand the whole 
case. No one, either, is foolish enough 
to attempt it. Moreover, the Case 
is never presented “9 a whole 
A case of this kind is adjudicated in sections, 
or rather the legal exyrescences are passed 
upon first. These, however, increase in geo- 
metrical ratio despite the legal pruning. So, 
thatonce a case becomes historic its conclu- 
sion is determined colely by the amount of 
property invoived. 

THE GLASGOW-BAKER CASE. 

The oldest case now in the courts of St. Louis 
isthe one known asthe Glasgow and Baker 
case. It beganin 1853, and wastbe outgrowth 
of the provision that every six- 
teenth section should be sect aside 
for school purposes. In the spring of 1553 the 
Judge of the County Court, having considered 
this old law, pronounced it good and ap- 
pointed a commission, consisting of William 
Melbrun, William Glasgow, Jr., and W. 
C. Taylor, to take possession ot this 
parce] of land, which is now bounded by 
Liude)l avenne, Sarah and Olive streets. The 
commissioners brought six suits against per- 
sons Who had acquired possession of this 
property. The possessors laughed at tne law, 
alleged that they ovcupied ‘Seom- 
mon field lots of Grand Prairie 
common  fields,’’ and were happy. 
As time passed on,five of the possessors es- 
tablished their claims to the disputed proper- 
ty. The cases passed through all the courts 
and in each instance the commissioners were 
defeated. One case alone remained, 
Jain in apevance from 
1870. In that year, Mr.

The tortuous course of 


great minds sometimes take 
of legal questions. Before Judge Knight, in 
the Circuit Court, the p'aintiffs recovered 
judgment on the very same issues on which 
the five cases before had been lost. The case 
was .then carried to the Supreme 
Court, where -judgment was reversed 
and the case remanded back to 
Judge Knight. This unseemly and imperti- 
nent proceeding onthe part of the Supreme 
Oourt was very properly rebuked by Judge 
Knight, who again found for plaintiff. 
The case was again appealed to the 
Supreme Court, and again reversed and 
returned to Judge Knight. The Judge wasone 
of those men who had rather be right than 
President, and again he found for plaintiff. 
Another appeal foilowed, and again the de- 
cision of the inferior court waa 
reversed and the case remanded; 
but poor Judge Knight, appre 
hending that the case would be returned, hag 
committed suicide. His ermine has fallen on 
other shoulders, and the celebrated case of 
Glasgow vs. Baker will confront his successor 
at the May term of the Cireuit Court. 
The disputed property Originally in 
question amounted to about $1,000,000; 
and in the last case title to thirty acres of 
land valued at $150,000 was passed on. -It is 
estimated that $190,0.0 has been expended in 
this case for lawyers’ fees, court fees, tran- 
scribing, etc. The plaintiff’s attornevs were to 
be paid 25 per cent of the gains, and, 
as a large part of the _ property 
was compromised, they were not entirely 
without recompense. <A peculiarity of this 
caseis that of allthe persons who had any- 
thing to do with-{t at its beginning only one is 
now alive. <Atevery term of court some one 
connected with it dies. The last 
time it came up it was ex- 
Governor Polk, and Mr. Glover 
was very sick. This fatality has been so con- 
stant that the lawvers engagéd on it have 
come to regard it with a Vague feeling of 
superstition. The case will probably go to the 
Supreme Court, which willtake from three to 
five years. The probability is that it will con- 
tinue to gyrate between the Circuit 
and Supreme Courts to the end of time, or, at 
all events, till the $150,000 yet remaining be- 
comes exhausted. 
THE MITCHELL CASE. 
case, about which 
** oldest inhabitant ’’ knows some 
thing, is that of Wm. Mitchell. 
It is acase so complicated that the one pre. 
ceding isfby comparison axiomatic. It isa 
breeder of famous litigations, the well known 
Christy and the Tyler cases being buds on this 
parent foresttree. It would not be a rash 
statement tosay that 10,000 people had been 
interested in it in one way and 
another. Innumerabie people have been 
born into it, hundreds have married into it, 
and as many more purchased intoit or been 
forced into it against their will, while a few 
have died out of it. Away back in ter- 
ritorial times Louis La Beaume conveyed to 
William Chambers certain property in 
North St. Louis, covering what is now 
Shande’s addition. Of this property Cham- 
bers sold one-third to Thomas Wright and 
one-third to Wm. Christy. In 1852 a new sur- 
vey was made which the Supreme Court ad- 
judged took precedence of all others, 
This survey added a strip of land 47 chains 
and 11 links by 6 chains and 23 links tothe 
original purchase of Chambers. This prop- 
erty, about 400 feet in width, extends from 
Howard street to Rocky Branch 
The addition, if there had been 
nothing in the wav, wonld have 
assed in equal parts to the heirsof Chambers, 
Vright and Ohristy. But this property was 
thickly settled by people who had acquired 
title under the survey of 1813. The tour heirs 
of Wright, representing one-third of the 
contested property, and six of the 
heirs of Christy, représenting _ six- 
eighths of one-third, united their 
claimsin the person of D. D. Mitchell, whiie 
two of the Christy heirs branched off and ran 
a circus of theirown, known as the Christy 
litigations, and the one heir of Chambers, 
Mary L. Tyler, also contested on her own re- 
sponsibility.

Atleast one-third of this splendid 
property bas been eaten upin litigation, and 
regularly at every term of the Circuit Court 
the lawyers take a large bite out of the rapid- 
ly disappearing estate. The case is no nearer 
an adjustment than it was twenty-five years 
ago. 
THE TYLER CASE. 

Marvy L. Tyler derived her title to one-third 
of the accession of the survey of 1852 from be- 
ing the only heir of Wm. Chambers. In 1857 
she brought twenty-five suits against as many 
claims, each of which was _  contest- 
ed by from fifteen to twenty-five defendants. 
Year by year the litigation went on. Some 
cases were compromised, others were won by 
the death of defendants, or for other cause. 
Among the contestants may be mentioned 
many of the heirs of Mullanphy. Some years 
azo a test case was taken to 
the Supreme Court, which was 
decided in favor of Mrs. Tyler. It now 
only remains for the CircuitCourt to enter judg- 
ment On ail the other cases. This will settie the 
title. Then maycome further litigation for 
possession. The titles of the present occu: 
pants are of every imaginable kind, tax tiltes 
and squatters’ claims being especially numer- 
ous. The court costs in this 
case are about $10,000, while Jawyers’ 
fees will raise the figures to at least $25,000, 
and probably more. 

THE CHRISTY CASES. 

Hardly less known are the Christy cases. 
Mrs. Susan P. Christy, representing ove- 
tweitth of the original property in question, 
has brought thirty-three suits since 1857. The 
Cierk’s record shows that the case was ‘‘con- 
tinued’’ year after year or was ‘‘laid over.’’ 
An occasional ‘‘answer’’ was filed, and in 
15:2 ‘‘death of certain defendants was sug :est- 
ed and an order of review entered.’’ One-half 
of the property involved has been spent in lit- 
igation, and still the war goeson. One pecu- 
iiarity of these cases seems to be thatthe statute 
of limitation stands quietiy by and never steps 
in to put a quietusto the long-drawn out liti- 
gation. 

THE BOBB CASE. 

The Bobb case is also historic. In 1845 
Hannah Letcher quitted this world, leaving 
certain real estate within Walnutand Market 
and Sixth and Ninth streets, valwed at $100,000, 
since increased in value to $500,000. Hunnah 
left her worldly possession to Mary H. Bobb 
and children then living. Charles Bobtb was 
named trustee and remained in that position 
till February, 1870, when he was 
superseded by a receiver, 38. D. Porter. In 
in69 J. H. Bobb instituted suit against Chas. 
Bobb. J. H. was the son of Mary, of age, full 
grown, and, as he thought,jcouipetent to pos- 
sessafortune. After passing several vears in 
the contest J. H. Bobb was successful, and 
judgment entered against Chas. Bobb 
ror $100,000. The Cause was appealed 
and the decision of lower court affirmed, anu 
18 nOw,in the Supreme Court. Meantime, the 
decision ofjtbe Circuit Courtis being entorced, 
the appeal being without bond, and conse- 
quently with -ut supersedeas.

THE ‘‘BOBB COFFIN.’’ 
It was ordered by Judge Rombaner and is filled 
with the Bobb papers. Itis not known exract- 
lyhow many tons these papers weigh, but 
there are 6,000 pages of testimony, 3,000 pages 
Of vouchers, and 10,000 pages of pleadings, ex- 
hibits and reteree’s reports. Besides this, 
thereis a limitless quantity of verbal eloquence 
which has been flowing intermittingly during 
the past fifteen vears, allot which had to be 
paid for. Inasmuch asthe Supreme Court is 
jar behind it may be years before the appeal 
in the case can be heard; and if 
the decision of the court below be reversed the 
heirs can them intelligently discuss the utter 
uselessness of a fortune of $500,000 with a law- 
suit. 

THE HAMMOND CASE.

judgment against the dead man. Subsequent- 
iv the plaintiffa came to the conclusion that a 
judgment against a dead man was not worth 
the paper it was written on, and 
had the judgment set aside, The 
test case didn’t test, and nowW several dozens 
of the cases are scattered through the various 
courts. A few have been compromised. 
Probably $200,000 has been squandered in the 
litigation, and still they litigate. 

CRIMINAL CASES. 

Inthe Criminal Court the olaest cases are 
those of Charles F. Kring, beginning in 1875, anc 
Matt. Lewis, 1876. Kring will go before the 
Supreme Court of the United States at tne 
next session. A motionis now pending inthe 
Criminal Court for an appeal in the case of 
Lewis. 

PROBATE CASES. 

In the Probate Court there are innumerable 
cases, going back toa time bevond which 
the memory of mau runneth not 
to the contrary.

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THE GRANITE BOOM. 


with Emphatic success. 

Mr. J. T. Scharf, the author of a well-known 
history of Baltimore, whois engaged in pre- 
paring a similar work concerning this city, 
atated to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing that he had become much interested in the 
present agitation for granite reconstruction 
in St. Louis, because it reminded him of the 
agitation over the same subject which took 
placein Baltimore, several years ago. Said 


Mr. Schart: 

‘*About two years ago the citizens of Balti- 
more hecame worked up over the deplorable 
condition of their streets, particularly in the 
business part of the city. The streets had been 
paved many years ago with cobble-stones, Dut 
astime wenton these became displaced, and 
the streets were fullof hole and ruts, so that 
in some places they were practically 
impassable. ,altimore, unlike St.- Louis, 
is very hillv, and had streets 
in Baltimore mean 4 great deal more than they 
do in St. Louis. Astime went on the streets 
ot the city were reconstructed with all the dif- 
rerenat Daving materials known to engineers. 
Insome places macadam pavement was put 
down, in others a pavement was made of the 
verv best Georgia yellow pine; other streets 
were paved with asphaltum, cement, bois 
d’arc, limestone, macadam,; in short, with 
every material that was thought suitable for 
the purpose. Some of the sensible 
citizens had long advocated granite 
streets for the town, but the general 
run of the people preferred some cheaper 
material and succeeded in staving off the ad- 
vocates ot granite for 3 8 rood while. At last, 
however, when wood, cement, asphaltum and 
allthe other pavements that had been put 
down bad worn out, the importance of hav- 
ing permanent roadways that would not-give 
way almost with the facility of thintice be- 
came so vital that everybodv woke up at 
ence, just as they seem to have 
done in this city, to a just appreciation 
of the superiority of granite over every other 
kind of paving material. The matter was aet-. 
tated everywhere, and citizens and city offi- 
cials for once, at any rate, were ofone mind 
on the same subject. The whole subject was 
thoronghly canvassed. The . matter of the 
cost of reconstruction with granite was provid- 
ed for in this way: The State Legislatnre pass- 
ed an act authorizing the City of Baltimore to 
borrow $500,000, the proceeds to pay 
forthe city’s portion of the expense. The 
city’s portion ofthe expense was one third, 
the citizens on either side of the street to be re- 
paved paying each the other two-thirds, 
Work was commenced at once, and now Light 
street, Lombard street, Pratt street and Balti- 
more street, the principal business thorough. 
fares, andmany other streets of Baitimore, 
are paved with granite. The blocks are of 
uniform size, eight inches iong, fourand a half 
wide and six deep. They are laid on afonnda- 
tion of sand about eighteen inches deep, and 
are cemented by asphaitum, sothatno water 
can seep throngh. A heavy rain Washes the 
street asclean as a marble floor, Dut leaves 
the foundations pertectly dry. The blocks 
are not laid acrosg the street in 
straight parallel lines, like the bricks of 
a house, butin triangular shape with the®pex 
at apout the center ofthe street. In this way 
the forming of ruts is prevented, because 
wagon tires cannot strike the divisions be- 
tween the biocks, as would be the case were 
the bloeks laidin straightlines. The granite 
blocks were procured from the quarries at 
Quincy. Maine, Cape Ann, Mass., and Wood- 
stock, Md., onthe line ofthe Baltimore and 
Onio railroad. I cansay,I think, with the 
unanimous concurrence Of ali the citizens of 
Baltimore, that the granite streets there are a 
perfect success, and that. the citizens 
would not willingly give them up for any con- 
sideration. People talk about the intolerable 
noisiness of granite streets. It strikes me 
they don’t know what they are talking about. 
These people-ought to spend a day in Nassau 
street, New York. That’s all.’’ 

Asked as to the cost of the granite streets in 
Baltimore, Mr. Schart stated he thought it was 
somewhat higher than the prices he had seen 
quoted for the St. Louis streets.
